l.Following is trsnaletion of a report dated 30 Ootober 1961 
obtained from police files in Vienna: 

"It Is confidentially reported that Dr. KOSTTL ia ourrently 
negotiating with two represent atlres of. General 5WlRID0»r on possi- 
bilities whereby the leadership of the 'forma r ?ltaffen-SS may be won . 
over to work for Russian interests. This information stems from the 
oirole of former SD-personnol of the RSHA 6-B, Budapest, who have no 
more speoifio details". 

2. Source of this report ia presimebly a gendarme or policeman. 
One might conjecture that the most important of the Budapest SD 
personnel to whom thd report is attributed is Josef Adolf URBAN, 
whose ourrent relations wi.th liOETTL are not known. 

3. The brevity and vagueness of the report suggest that itis 
a groundless denunciation by one of H0£TTL*s enemies. The report 
is' typical, however, of a number that are now oiroulstitig on the 
grapevine oonoerning aOETTL’a oontaot with the Soviets. 
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
